Late in the afternoon of Tuesday. May 
5. *Tomy Lee was loaded aboard an ex- 
press car in’ Louisville. and a few hours 
later he was on his way back to California. 
The colt was to be taken to Hollywood 
Park. where his principal objective was 
the $100.000-added Hollywood Derby at 
1144 miles on June 27. He may warm up 
fur that engagement either in the Will 
Rogers Stakes at one mile on May 27 or 
the Cinema Handicap at 1! 
June 13. He will 
until July. at least. 

Trainer Frank Childs had said. as late 
as Monday morning May 4. that he 
planned to go to the Preakness. The 
sudden change of plans meant that the 
3-year-old) championship probably would 
noi be decided by the spring classics. 

The bumping in the. stretch already 
had obscured the fact that only one of 
the 17 starters in the 1959) Kentucky 
Derby suffered interference so severe that 
he did not have a good chance to win. 
Ray Ayres. who reported the race for 
United Press. began his story: “In the 
roughest running of the Kentucky Derby 
since Broker's Tip (sic) and Head Play 
in 1933. Tomy Lee. . And Maurice 
Shevlin, of the Chicago Tribune left even 
less to his readers’ imagination: “The 
fight to the finish was reminiscent of that 
in the 1933 race between Don Meade on 
the winner. Brokers Tip. and Herb Fisher 
on Head Play. Those two. who were 
yanking saddle cloths nearing the wire. 
continued their warfare even into” the 
jockeys’ quarters.” 

There was contact at several points be- 
tween Sword Dancer and, *Tomy Lee. but 
it was no more. severe than bumpings 
which occur several times each week at 
any race track. The interference suffered 
by First Landing. Royal Orbit. Silver 
Spoon. Finnegan, Dunce. Open View. and 
tico Tesio was no more than could be 
expected in a 17-horse field. Only John 
Bruce, knocked almost to the ground when 
Open View cut over sharply at the start. 
was denied a chance. 

Troilus. coupled in the mutuel field

One. and *Die Hard. showed his usucl 
early speed, and led the charge down the 
stretch the first time. with *Tomy Lee. 
Atoll. and Sword Dancer close up. The 
first quarter was run in :24'5.  Troilu- 
maintained a clear margin into the back- 
stretch. but Willie Shoemaker kept *Tomy 
Lee within about a length of the pace. 

The second quarter was run 
and Troilus now was being caught. At 
the half-mile-pole “Tomy Lee went bs 
him quickly, and was followed almost as 
quickly by Atoll and Sword Dancer. ‘Time 
fer the third quarter was :24. 

Mid-way in the final turn Atoll had had 
enough, and as he reduced speed he 
forced Eddie Arearo on First Landing to 
ge to the outside. Arcaro had been re- 
markably ducky until this time. First 
Landing. off slowly. was on rail 
for the first 7 furlongs. but he had been 
able to move up on the first turn and along 
the backstretch. 

Sword Dancer. ridden by Bill) Boland, 
caught *Tomy Lee high in the turn, and 
at the same time Silver Spoon made her 
run. At the top of the stretch she was 
only 1’ lengths behind the leaders and 
appeared ready to make it a 3-way fight. 
Her charge lost its momentum before 
reaching the eighth-pole. however. and 
she lost ground thereafter.

At the quarter-pole. which was reached 
in 1:36. making a fourth quarter in :2425, 
the chart-caller had Sword Dancer on top 
by a_half-length. Pictures showed the 
margin somewhat less at that point. al- 
though Sword Dancer did have about a 
half-length lead at the three-sixteenths- 
pole. 

*Tomy Lee came out near the three- 
sixteenths-pole and hit Sword Dancer's 
flank; Shoemaker quickly pulled him 
back toward the rail. Both jockeys were 
whipping right-handed until near the 
eighth-pole. where Sword Dancer came 
in on *Tomy Lee. Shoemaker. after rais- 
ing his whip, shifted it to his left: hand. 

Sword Dancer, stung by Boland’s whip 
on the right side, lugged in during the 
last furlong, and *Tomy Lee. under left- 
hended punishment, continued to bear out 
against him. but neither horse appeared 
te be thrown off stride. With 50 yards 
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to go Sword Dancer still held a definite 
advantage. at least a head. possibly a 
short neck. Shoemaker gave his mount 
a final rat-tat-tat. and *Tomy Lee lunged 
past his opponent to win by a nose. 

Time for the 144 miles was 2:02! 5. 
equal to that required by Iron Liege in 
1957. The :2615 last quarter helped to 
dispose of the excuses. First) Landing. 
Silver Spoon and Finnegan were in the 
clear at the top of the stretch and were 
within striking distance of the leaders. 

First Landing passed Silver Spoon in 
the last quarter to take third place. but 
he never was closer than 2 lengths to the 
leaders. If the race had been longer he 
might well have lost third money to Royal 
Orbit. which was forced to lose ground 
on the outside on both turns. but was 
only a length out of the money at the 
finish. 

Stewards Lincoln Plaut. Jack Goode 


and Lewis Finley held a quick discussion 
after the finish and decided not to call 
for an inquiry, agreeing that the bumping 
had not affected the result and that Sword 
Dancer was the chief offender. As soon 
as the horses returned. however. Boland 
lodged a claim against the winner. 

At the time the claim was announced 
Shoemaker was ready to ride *Tomy Lee 
into the winner’s circle. He paused for a 
moment. then a motion was made for him 
to go in. Owner Fred Turner Jr. took 
the shank and led the colt in. *Tomy 
Lee got the roses, but Turner didn’t get 
the cup until about 15 minutes later. By 
that time *Tomy Lee already had been led 
to the detention area on the backstretch 
for the collection of urine and_ saliva 
samples. 

Despite Boland’s claim that he “would 
have won by 4 lengths” and that “the other 
horse came out and hit me 4 or 5 times.” 
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“Auld Alliance, dam of *Tomy Lee, was purchased last December at Newmarket 
by Mrs. E. H. Augustus, of Cleveland. Barren this year, she has been bred to 


*Princequillo. 


the stewards saw no reason to change their 
decision after looking at the films. and 
almost all the writers who viewed the 
pictures agreed with the decision. Shoe- 
maker summed it up immediately after the 
race. “It was about 50-50." he said. 

There were casualties among the 
also-rans. John Bruce grabbed both quar- 
ters. apparently in the scramble at the 
start. and will be rested for several weeks. 
Trainer Charles Sanborn expects to have 
him ready for the Arlington Classic in 
late July. 

Easy Spur. a doubtful starter the week 
before the Derby because of an ankle 


injury suffered in a race at Churchill 
Downs on April 25. came back lame. 
Trainer Paul Kelly said the gelding’s 


next major race, barring setbacks. also 
would be the Arlington Classic. 

Troilus, only starter to wear bandages 
on his hind legs. had been rapped on his 
right hind tendon, apparently at the half- 
mile-pole. where Atoll came over on him. 
Trainer Charles Peoples said he thought 
the colt had never recovered completely 
from “the virus” he contacted in Florida. 
He was to be sent to owner Bayard Sharp's 
farm near Wilmington. and turned 
eut until fall. 

The Winner 

*Tomy Lee was not the handsomest colt 
in the field. His light. angular body is 
supported by rather long. delicate legs. 
He stood 16:1. and he weighed 1.030 
pounds before leaving California. but most 
writers referred to him as a “little horse.” 
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Mrs. Augustus boards the mare at Normandy Farm, Lexington. 


He towered over his stretch rival, Sword 
Dancer. which was the smallest horse in 
the race—abeut 15:2 and between 900 and 
950° pounds, 

Except for a splint last fall and a badly 
bruised foot last winter. *Tomy Lee has 
had no major ailments. He runs with 
bandages in front: trainer Frank Childs 
describes them as a “precaution.” Childs 
expects top performances from *Tomy Lee 
only when hard races are spaced well 
apart. The Derby was an extremely hard 
race, won in a last burst of courage. This 
fact apparently brought the decision in 
favor of a return to California. 

Childs. who never had saddled a Derby 
horse previously, left most of his stable 
in California when he came East about 
the first of April. The only horse which 
accompanied *Tomy Lee was *Tuleg. a 
*Tulyar colt which Turner bought  pri- 
vately and for which he had high hopes. 
*Tuleg was hurt in a paddock tussle with 
another colt as a yearling, and a bone chip 
had to be removed from his shoulder. He 
finally began to round into form last 
winter at Santa Anita. but he bowed a 
tendon at Keeneland. 

In addition to *Tomy Lee and *Tuleg. 
Childs brought with him groom) Frank 
(Blackie) Salesky, exercise boy Hubert 
Trent, and night watchman Earl Thomp- 
son, all of whom have been with him 
since he took over Turner's stable about 
3 years ago. Salesky began rubbing 
*Tomy Lee last summer at Hollywood 
Park, and Trent said. “There was a real 
change in this horse’s disposition after 


Blackie got him. I don’t mean that he wa- 
mean before. but he was kind of sulky. 
Blackie really Hell take 
just as good care of a $3.500 claimer as 
he will of *Tomy Lee.”

Salesky and Trent agreed that *Tomy 
was the most observant alert 
had handled.

*Tomy Lee was Salesky’s second major 
Desby contender. He rubbed R. S. Lytle’= 
Correlation. which was favored for the 
1954 running. “Tomy’s stronger than a 
lot of people think.” Salesky said, “and 
he’s well muscled. He’s a good eater: 
never leaves an oat. | give him 10 quarts 
a day and about 14 or 15 pounds of hay. 
and he’d eat more if I give it to him.” 
The only feed Childs imported from Cali- 
fornia was timothy. which forms most of 
*Tomy Lee’s roughage. The hay comes 
from Washington. 

Trent was not surprised to see *Tomy 
Lee come back against Sword Dancer. 
“He’s that way in the morning.” he said. 
“He doesn’t like another horse in front of 
him. and he won't quit trying just  be- 
cause somebody passes him. Any time you 
ask him for his best. hell give to you.” 

Because of the colt’s willing disposition. 
Childs was able to bring *Tomy Lee to 
his peak performance without a race at 
Churchill Downs before the Derby. a cus- 
tom which has become almost an_iron- 
clad rule in recent years. Of the last 7 
Derby winners before *Tomy Lee. only 
Needles made his first start of the meet- 
ing in the Derby. 

On April 8 at Keeneland *Tomy Lee 
breezed 6 furlongs in 1:15 on a fast track. 
On April 13 he went 6 furlongs on a 
muddy track in 1:1535, and 2 days later 
he blew out a half-mile in :4845 on a 
fast track. On April 17 he won a 7-furlong 
race, setting a new track record of 1:2155, 
Four days later he worked 5 furlongs in 
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1:02 on a slow track. and on April 23 
he beat Dunce in the Blue Grass Stakes. 
His only move at Churchill Downs was 
11. miles in 1:54 0n Trial day. April 28. 


Derby Day was the hottest on record in 
Louisville. the temperature reaching 94.2 
degrees about an hour before the Derby. 
The clear skies and warm weather brought 
out a slightly larger crowd than in 1958. 
attendance climbing to 72.951. but the 
betting was down from $4.227.083 to 
$4.019.824. 

“With no standout favorite.” said Stan- 
lev H. Hugenberg. Churchill Downs ex- 
ecutive vice president. “the bettors—par- 
ticularly those who wager big amounts 
were cautious.” Derby Day betting has 
topped 4 million dollars for 7 of the last 
8 vears. In 1957 miserable weather kept 
the attendance below 60.000. and wager- 
ing fell to $3.800.250.

The Winner's Origins 
“Tomy Lee was foaled February 21. 
1956. at Major H. D. H. Wills’ Hadrian 


Stud in England. near Newmarket. Early 


Fred Turner Jr. and Frank 


Fred) Turner Jr... 62-year-old oilman 
and cattle rancher. never owned a good 
horse before *Tomy Lee. Turner had bred 
raced Thoroughbreds since the 1930°s. 
hut only in the last 4 or 5 years had he 
paid high prices in the search for a high- 
class race horse. 

\ resident of Midland. Texas. Turner 
owns oil property in both Texas and New 
Mexico. He once was one of the biggest 
ranchers in the area. with 5 separate op- 
erations. but he now says too old 
to keep up with that many any more.” 
He now has “only 500° head of Hereford 
beef cattle. Last year he had 4.000, and 
before that larger numbers. 

His first stable, assembled the late 
1930s. ran at) California tracks. When 
racing on the West Coast was shut down 
during World War ‘Turner shipped 
most oof his Thoroughbreds to a New 
Mexico ranch. where they were used for 
cow ponies. After the war he sent a stable 
to Ruidoso Downs. 

Two of Turner's. New Mexican products 
became stakes winners Figure Five... 
1950. by Breathing Time half-brother 
to Gallahadion) out of Infiniter. and 
Belen, ¢.. 1951, by Breathing Time out 
of Bankline. Both of these raced for Tur- 
ners daughters. Figure Five winning the 
Ruidoso Derby for Mrs. Clarence Schar- 
bauer and Belen taking the Arizona Derby 
and Arizona State Fair Handicap for Mrs. 
Lynn Durham. 

In 1954 his stable won 30) races and 
earned $30.463. in the Southwest. In- 1955 
Turner moved back to California. where 
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in December of the same year he was 
led over to the Tattersalls ring and sold 
for 2.300 guineas, or about $6.762. The 
buyer was Bert Kerr. who was acting on 
Fred Turner's instructions to buy a Tudor 
Minstrel colt. at a price not above $12.000. 
to accompany the *Tulyar weanling 
(*Tuleg) which Kerr already had bought 
for the Texan. 

As so frequently happeas in this busi- 
ness full of experts. the lagniappe turned 
out to be more precious than the treasure.

“Tomy Lee was the first one that [thought 
could win it) with.” 

\ son of Louis A. Childs. for many 
years a leading trainer of Standardbreds. 
Childs worked for his father as a young 
hey during school vacations. Home base 
was Oregon. In the winter of 1905-06 
Childs went to California to rub horses 
ata Thoroughbred meeting at Emeryville. 

Three years later Childs began to drive 
trotters. and for the next 6 years he drove 
Y horses which did a mile in 2:10 or less. 
Best of the lot was Lita J.. champion pac- 
ine mare on the Grand Circuit in 1913. 

In 1915 Childs went into the contract- 
ing business with Ed Peterson. of Omaha. 
for whom he had done much of his driving. 
He spent 2 years in the Army during 


class ancestry the greatest turn of speed 
shown in British racing for many years. 
According to Phil Bulls “racefigures.” 
which express time in relation to an estab- 
lished) standard under equal conditions, 
Tudor Minstrel’s figure of 1.74 fast for 
his victory in the Two Thousand Guineas 
of 1947 was the fastest racefigure since 
this method of calculation was developed.

It was for 
Hirschberg that Childs developed Black 
Badge. Canina. Occupy. Dinner Gone. 
Rolero. and Berseem. Most of these were 
purchased after they had shown some class 
in other stables. but Childs never failed 
improve upon their previous records. 
In the cases of Canina and Berseem he 
took horses which previously had shown 
littke and made them into division leaders. 

After Hirschberg retired from the sport 
in 1956. Dr. Frank Porter Miller intro- 
duced Childs to Fred Turner Jr. The 2 
men hit it off well. After the Derby each 
praised the other. “I owe all of it) to 
him.” Turner said. pointing to Childs, 
and the trainer said. “Nobody deserves a 
good horse more than Mr. Turner. He 
knows enough about horses to train them 
himself.” 
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grandsires were Derby winners. and the 
next generation of ancestors was solid 
with high-class stayers. But. as usual. the 
progeny follows the individual, rather 
than the family. 

The offspring of this flyer have been 
mainly sprinters and milers. but he is 
not incapable of getting distance runners. 
of course. One of his best runners. Buck- 
hound. appeared to prefer races of the 
jonger distances. up to 184 miles. *Poona 
II] won the Santa Anita Handicap at 114 
miles. *Tomy Lee’s angular build and 
high withers. as well as the staying in- 
heritance from his dam’s side, suggested 
that the 10 furlongs of the Kentucky 
Derby would be no problem for him. 

The winning races of Tudor Minstrel’s 
offspring have averaged slightly less than 
a mile. The earnings index for his pro- 
geny in Great Britain and Ireland was 
1.60 at the end of 1958. and 2.37 in 
France. where his daughter Toro won the 
Poule d’Essai des Pouliches, or One 
Thousand Guineas equivalent. Thanks to 
*Poona Il, *War of Roses. and *Tomy 
Lee. it will be much higher in’ North 
America. 

*Auld Alliance raced 7 times in 2 
seasons without demonstrating the class 
she received from her parents and passed 
on to her son. She is a daughter of Bran- 
tome. probably the highest-class son of 
Blandford aside from the unbeaten *Bah- 
ram. Brantome’s victories included the

Wasnincton, D. C. As Laurel's highly 
successful spring meeting drew to a close. 
president) John D. Schapiro sat his 
elegant eyrie atop the track’s posh Turf 
Club and looked ahead—specifically. to 
next fall’s renewal of the Washington. 
D. C.. International. 

Last year’s race. you recall. touched 
off all) sorts) of repercussions. Certain 
British writers, all shook up by the de- 
feat of Ballymoss. implied that if a horse 
of the Irishman’s caliber could be beaten. 
then there must be something wrong with 
the race. Owners of really good horses 
would think twice about coming over. 
etc. Mysteriously. they overlooked the fact 
that foreign horses have won 5 of the 7 
Internationals and that the winner of 
the first one. England's Wilwyn. still holds 
the course record. 

Schapiro was asked if he thought over- 
seas criticism had hurt the prestige of 
Laurel's $100.000 classic. He replied in 
the negative. citing letters received from 
Vincent O’Brien. trainer of Ballymoss. 
and several foreign owners and 
jockeys. All have expressed satisfaction 
with the conditions of the race and have 
indicated a desire to return. 

Following last year’s somewhat bizarre 
affair, marred by a wild walk-up_ start 
and a disqualification, this observer ex- 
pressed the opinion that after the hulla- 
balloo subsided the International’s repu- 
tation—and attraction—would intact. 
This appears to be so. 


Besides. there are just as many owners 
on the other side who are game for a 
$100.000 pot as there are here, especially 
when shipping expenses are paid by the 
track. 

Laurel’s youthful president. who gets 
his exercise on a hunter which he stables 
at the track. passed lightly over the sub- 
ject of an “International Triple Crown.”

about which there has been some fairly 
serious talk here and abroad. 

There are 2 races overseas which would 
fit quite nicely into this pattern, and both 
are contested at the International's 
tance of a mile and a half. One is the 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth 
Stakes. at Ascot in July. The other is the 
Prix de Are de Triomphe, at Longchamp 
in October, The International, run on No. 
vember 11, would be the third link in the 
chain. The significance of such a trilogy 
to breeders on both sides of the Atlantic 
would be considerable. to say the least. 

As a matter of fact, Laurel was  pre- 
pared last year to present a trophy to 
the connections of Ballymoss in the event 
that the handsome chestnut won the Inter- 
national, for he had previously captured 
the other 2 European classics. 

Admittedly. there would be a number 
of problems, such as standardizing the 
weight scale. before such a venture could 
become a reality. Still, once rela- 
tively minor matters were resolved, there 
would appear to be no practical obstacle 
in the way. 

For an International Triple Crown to 
become genuinely significant. the really 
top-drawer horses on both sides of the 
Atlantic would have to be involved in all 
three events. But then. this is not alway: 
the case in our own “Triple Crown.” and 
one does not have to go all the way back 
to Man o° War. 

Another factor which adds feasibility te 
this scheme is the advent of jet cargo 
planes. At present, it takes just under 24 
hours to deliver a horse from Paris to 
Laurel. Jets will reduce this by hours. 
and “acclimatization.” therefore. would 
become an almost negligible factor. 


An International series is a pretty ex- 
citing prospect. I, for one, hope it comes 
off. for we have finally reached the day 
and age when it is not only possible but, 
in my opinion, desirable. 

Next November’s International. inci- 
dentally, will be run on Laurel's new turf 
course, which is part of the track’s mil- 
lion-dollar expansion program. The new 
one-mile course (the old one was seven- 
eighths) will be 80 feet wide along the 
stretches and 100 feet wide on the turns, 
which will have a radius of 380 feet. The 
finish line for the International will be 
moved nearer to the lower turn, giving 
the field 447 yards of stretch, or just over 
a quarter of a mile. A goose-neck alum- 
inum rail will replace the inner hedge 
and will contain a removable section de- 
signed to give the International field fresh 
turf. 

The main course is being enlarged to 
a mile and an eighth with 3 chutes—for

Survivors include his wife, Mrs. Cather- 
ine Brown: 3. brothers, Charles. O. L.. 
and Claude Brown: and a sister. Mrs. 
Derothy Buck.

Stevens. the caterer: Col. W. E. Apple- 
gate. a Kentucky distiller: Jeff) Livings- 
ten of Cincinnati. the catsup and pickle 
king: Price McKinney of Cleveland. the 
‘ecl magnate: and his partner James 
Corrigan. 

“They built one of the fastest and safest 
tracks ever known. the resilient) sur- 
face was kind to bad-legged horses. and 
the weather generally was ideal. For one 
meeting of some 120 days the results went 
cut every day from El headed. 
‘Weather clear. track fast.” It got people 
to wondering about such a climate and 
helped the city a lot.
